AN OPEN LETTER AND APPEAL 


By the Democratic Campaign Committee 


—Why and How Pleacher, Eichelbergeiy 
James and the Other Gang Candidates

-So they set to work to play their 
usual game of deceit by pretended love for a soldier candidate, for- 
getting that none of them voted for Warren Hoenstine, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the legislature'last fall, a soldier in the service- 
when Ed. Smith, the Hopewell township Slacker candidate was 
shielding himself from the draft by his membership of the legisla- 
ture, he had' disgraced.

finally settled upon the one poorest qualified for the office—one 
who had played soldier for years in the National Guard in 
Company L, and through the influence of personal friends became 
a Second Lieutenant, and then notched up one grade, while many 
boys went out as privates and returned as Lieutenants. He was 
said to have been wounded, though where or how seriously, it has 
never yet been revealed—he was gassed, it was said, and unfit for 
manual labor, though he is vigorous enough to play the game of 
baseball with any of them. His trade was that of rolling cigars— 
with a limited education and no training for keeping the records 
of the Court.

Avoid Any Interruption of Regular 


Habits or Radical Change in 


Fowls' Diet. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The growing pullet Is a creature of 


habit, thoroughly addicted to regular- 
ity and vigorously opposed to disturb- 
ance and unusual commotion. It is 
essential for the good of the flock in 
Its entirety that the pullets should 
grow and improve like clockwork, 
from the time of hatching to maturity. 
Laying is often retarded by seemingly 
trivial disturbances, such as moving 
the fowl from place to place and 
changing the makeup of the ration. 


In order to insure early eggs see to 


It that the growth of the pullets is 
not retarded in any manner whatever. 
Almost without exception the pullet 
whose growth from hatching to ma- 
turity has been regular, not subject 
to checks and interruptions, is an 
early layer. In support of the state- 
ment that checked growth results in 
retarded laying, comes the fact that 
May-hatched pullets often lay earlier 
than others which were hatched in 
April but retarded in the early stages 
of 
their 
growth 
by 
unfavorable 


weather. 
Ketardation by weather 


conditions however, is only one of 
many factors which may stunt the nor- 
mal growth of a, pullet and defer her 
entrance to the laying class. 


As a rule, egg production begins at 


or before the cessation of the pullet's 
physical growth and development of 
the reproductive organs. 
Generally, 


Influences which hinder growth also 
operate to delay egg production for 
several months. Any disturbance af- 
fecting the habits, quarters or com- 
fort of the pullet at any stage of her 
life may retard laying. Shifting the 
birds from place to place and abrupt 
changes in the diet often disturb the 
Cowl enough to retard laying. In fact, 
poultry fanciers who desire to keep 
pullets in condition for 
exhibition 


often use this means of keeping them 
from laying. On the average, pulleta 
fcbout to begin laying are more sen- 
sitive to disturbances than at any oth- 


EQUIPMENT FOR ROAD WORK 


Tractors, Rollers, Concrete Mixers and 


Other Implements to Bo Returned 


From France. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


At the request of the department of 


agriculture, the war department has 
ordered to be returned from France as 
soon as possible a large quantity of 
engineering equipment to be distrib- 
uted by the department of agriculture, 
through the bureau of public roads, to 
the states for use in the construction 
and maintenance of federal aid high- 
ways. 
The equipment will be distrib- 


uted to the states without charge, in 
accordance with recent legislation em- 
powering the secretary of war to turn 
over to the secretary of agriculture 
surplus military equipment not needed 
for military purposes but valuable in 
highway 
construction work. 
The 


equipment will be apportioned on the 
basis of the allotments in the federal 
aid road act, in the same way that 
20,000 army motortrucks are now be- 
ing distributed by the bureau of pu8- 
lic roads at the request of the state 
highway department. 


The equipment which the secretary 


of war has been requested to return 
from France includes about 1,500 cater- 
pillar tractors; about 400 Toad rollers, 
steam and gas driven; and a large 
number of concrete misers, road 
graders, elevating graders, rock crush- 
ers, industrial locomotives, industrial 
railway track, dump cars, steam shov- 
els, hoisting engines, electric motors, 
and quantities of smaller equipment. 


In his letter requesting the retain 


of this equipment the secretary of 
agriculture said: 


"The highway construction program 


which the federal government and the 
states propose to begin Immediately la 
the largest public undertaking1 con- 
templated In the near future. 
It of- 


fers an Immediate field 'for the em- 
ployment of labor and the use of ma- 
terials that will help to stabilize busi- 
ness along a number of lines. 
The 


work has been expanded so suddenly 
that It has not been possible to make 
adequate provision for furnishing the 
necessary equipment, and previously 
all the available supply -was absorbed

When Brooded by Hens They Remain 


Under Mothers Nearly All the 


Time for Three Days.

.'ortable for them. Chicks hatch in a 
:emperature of 102 legrees to 105 de- 
grees F. When brooded by hens they

shipped in small boxes are kept warm 
}y the heat of their bodies so long as 
he boxes are not exposed to near- 
'reezing temperatures, but this natural 
leat Is not sufficient when they are 
jiven more liberty.
